YUGOSLAVS EXTREMELY ACTIVE IN SOLICITING NON-ALIGNED 
COSPONSORS EOR THEIR DRAET RES ON CHEMICAL WEAPONS ARMS CONTROL 
RES. SOVIETS TOLD YUGOSLAVS THEY COULD SUPPORT DRAET WITHOUT 
ANY CHANGES, WHICH IN EFEECT REMOVES FROM PLAY SOV/CZECH 
DRAFT WHICH HAD BEEN ACCEPTABLE TO US. USDEL URGED YUGOSLAVS

COULD BE SUBSEQUENT REVISIONS. WHEN USDEL APPROACHED SOVIETS, 

THEY SAID ONLY THAT THEY WOULD URGE YUGOSLAVS TO WORK OUT 
GENERALLY ACCEPTABLE DRAET WHICH US, WELL AS OTHERS, COULD 
SUPPORT. SWEDES INDICATED CONSIDERABLE ANNOYANCE THAT YUGOSLAVS 
HANDLING DEVELOPMENT OP CW RES AND SEEKING SUPPORT OP NON- 
ALIGNED ATTENDING ALGIERS CONFERENCE BEPORE CONSULTING 
CCD NON-ALIGNED. 

IN STRICT CONPIDENCE, SWEDES MADE COUNTER-PROPOSAL TO KEY US 
CHANGES TO SWEDISH DRAFT RES ON SPECIPIC CONVENTIONAL WEAPONS 
WHICH APPEARS SUBSTANTIAL STEP TOWARD US POSITION AND SEEMS TO 
REFLECT INTEREST IN COMING TO SOME AGREEMENT. EARLIER, 

USDEL EXPLAINED US-PROPOSED CHANGES TO DELS OF AUSTRIA, 

AUSTRALIA, CANADA, DENMARK, FRG, PRANCE, ITALY, IRELAND, 

NETHERLANDS AND UK AND GROUP, THOUGH WITHOUT INSTRUCTIONS, 
INDICATED GENERAL SUPPORT EOR BASIC OBIECTIVES. 

IRANIANS TRYING TO GAIN ACCEPTANCE AMONG NUCLEAR AND NON-ALIGNED 
COUNTRIES OP LATEST IRANIAN DRAET RES ON WDC "AD HOC COMITE." 

THEY SAID THEY WERE PRESSING SOVIETS TO GIVE UP THEIR OBJECTION 
TO HAVING NEW COMITE ESTABLISHED AND NOT INSIST SOVIETS BE 
INCLUDED BY NAME UNDER PARA 3 AS DESIGNATED MEMBER BUT 
AGREE TO PERMISSION UNDER PARA 4 (COOPERATION BY NUCLEAR 
POWERS) TO PARTICIPATE EULLY IN COMITE'S WORK AND ATTEND 
MEETINGS ON SAME BASIS AS DESIGNATED MEMBERS. IRANIANS

PORTUGUESE TERRITORIES RESOLUTIONS - 
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SPARKED BY INTERVENTION IN COMITE 4 OF FRELIMO REP KHAN, 
CONSENSUS INFORMALLY REACHED ON DRAFT RES CONCERNING INQUIRY 
COMMISSION AND DRAFT OMNIBUS RES BECAME UNRAVELED. NUMBER
